Mark Twain aaid that in Missouri it 
was often a hundred in the shade, but 
then, a person didn't have to stay in 
the shade unless he was obstinate about 
it. 


It was 105 in the shade of Covina 
•tore awnings on Thursday and Friday 
of last week, and 107 and 108 on Satur­ 
day, and 110 and upwards on Sunday. 
From several sources in the valley the 
weather was reported 112 for Sunday. 


Various statements were made to the 
effect that Sunday was the 'hottest day 
t i e Valley had experienced in forty 
years; or thirty years, or according to 
the fancy and courage in statement of 
the states. 
.. It wis' certain that the valley has not 
bad such a hot day since the sixteenth 
of September four years ago. And at 
that time the hot wave broke in three 
days, after having done some damage 
to the walnuts and small fruits. 


The hot weather of last week and 
Sunday undoubtedly cooked a lot of 
walnuts in this: valley,'and the growers 
have been apprehensive that it has de­ 
stroyed a email portion of .'the crop, but 
a few weeks will tell better than can 
"be told at the present time. After each 
mttack of extreme weather'there are 
always a lot of panicky ones, who are 
prone to overstate conditions. When 
'the late frosts of this year nipped the 
walnut buds, it was said by many that 
there would not be any walnuts, but 
at the present time nearly all the groves 
are loaded with nuts. It is more than 
probable that only a small portion of 
the crop has been injured by the heat. 
Packing house managers and growers 
say that it has not injured the Valencia 
crop to any extent, although fruit that 
had been picked and was lying in boxes 
on the hottest days rotted down in a 
•jfew hours. The top-layers of fruit in 
boxes in the orchards cooked in half 
an hottr. ,

l y shielded from the heat by an ice- 
<cream cone. When the ice-cream trucks 
•drove up to the stores in the valley, the 
-proprietor began something like this: 
"111 take ten gallons of chocolate 


«ream and ten of maple nut and 
" 


_ The worried answer invariably was: 
"There's a hottor place than Covina 
-where you can go if you want to. We 
-ain,'t been making nothing but vanilla 
for a week. And'we're five .hours late 
mow." 


There are four big concerns that de^ 
liver ice cream in the valley towns from 
JLos Angeles. These firm* had a double 
ahift working, with'double the amount 
•on each wagon. The trucks were re-iced 
at Asusa and Pomona. Many store pro­ 
prietors ran out of ice cream before 
each hot day waa over, and spent their 
time anxiously scanning the horizon for 
a sign of the ice-trucks that would 
bring relief. 


Edward Levine, the local ice-man 
worked with might and main, nof only 
tugging ice, but endeavoring to inject 
enthusiasm into a pair of mules. Tho 
ice-man wanted to. put on an exhibition 
similar to tho dashing of a receiving 
hospital ambulance down the street, but 
his mules refused to absorb the atmos- 
phero of hurry. He did a smashing 
business, however, with the aid of one 
of his trucks. On Sunday, at his place 
of business, there was an ever-increas- 
ing line of automobiles, wheel-barrows, 
baby buggies, and teams from the coun­ 
try, while men, women and children 
bartered for the cool chunks that meant 
a sort of false relief from the blinding 
heat. One man, who had a sixteen-dol- 
lar self-registering thermometer, said 
he kept it on a cake of ice for three 
days. Tis not only saved the thermom­ 
eter, but gave the owner a chance to 
tell how low hie thermometer had regis­ 
tered at his ranch. He was voted a full 
membership in the Heezaliar club. 
WHAT THE COOK SAID. 


"The coolest place in town is right 
over-thjs cooking stove," said the cook 
in one of the restaurants. "You see, 
the heat from this 'ere stove drives the 
heat of the sun out of the room. Why, 
you probably won't believe it, but I 
can go out in the street awhile, and 
come right back and lay my hand on 
this 'ere stove without burnin' it." 
There waa o answer to this, except 
that one man who waa absorbing ham- 
hock and eabbage jerked his thumb to­ 
ward a loaded ranch-wagon pawing by, 
on it*, way to some garden to help the 
crop* grow. 


Clapp's and Nash's drug (tore and 
the Palace of Sweets kept Covina and 
the surrounding country supplied with 


cold drinks and ice cream, and inciden­ 
tally provided a clearing-house for ther­ 
mometer stories. Jerry Ladd and Phil 
Clapp got so expert about the third day 
of the heat that they shoveled ice cream 
with a scroop in each hand, and if the 
weather again is anything like it was, 
they're going to put pedals on the soda 
sountain, so that it can be played like 
a pipe-organ. 


The attendance was light at all the 
services in the churches on Sunday. The 
old gospel of punishment for sins in 
the infernal regions has largely gone 
into the discard, anyway,, but if it had 
been in vogue on Sunday it would have 
had very little corrective effect.' What 
man experiences he does not fear. It is 
only the unknown and the untried that 
scares him. 


THE WELCOME FOG. 
Sunday night the fog from the ocean 
afuggled inland as far as Rivera and 
thereabouts, and on Monday night it 
came rolling in over the valley at about 
2 in the morning. People awakened qn 
Tuesday to find tKe atmosphere filled 
once again with., the smoky dampness 
that means so much to the comfort of 
those who dwell in the San Gabriel val­ 
ley. And with the fog came the usual 
cool breeze, that dies down in the morn­ 
ing, but comes up again every day at 
about one o'clock, straight from Santa 
Monica. Tuesday was a hot day, but 
by comparison it was beautiful wea­ 
ther. 


There were certainly hotter places 
than the San Gabriel valley. The coast 
artillery boys were scheduled to do 
some drilling in the San Fernando val­ 
ley on Sunday, but the commandeT call­ 
ed it off, because it was 112 at 8 o 'clock 
in the morning. This commander earned 
for himself some well-deserved praise, 
and demonstrated that the officers in 
the national guard are at least applying 
a little of their own common sense, ir­ 
respective of departmentaTorders. 
• Train-loads of San Bernardino people 
came through Covina, hanging from the 
wjndowsV",Th"ey said that -the »un had 
put'.everything" pa- the blinker Ban 
Bernardino, so to speak; The grateful 
coolness' of the Covina valley was a 
source of «#onder to them. 


There will be some more hot weather 
in Southern California during the re­ 
mainder of the summer, but it won't 
play to large crowds, because the big 
show has been through ahead. 


ENGINES THIRSTY 
IN BEAR VALLEY 


Covina Man Says That Terrific Heat of 
Last WMk Made Climb to Famous 
Lake a Critical Teat for All Machines 
—Badlands aad San Berdoo la Flam 
lag Bath^of-SnBsmne. 


The champion Heat story, and one 
which has many angles of interest to 
it, is told by Frank Chapman, who drove 
a Ford car up to Bear valley and back 
again at the height of the hot wave 
last week. 


Big machines were in front of him 
and behind him on the climb over the 
Victorville route, Chapman Bays, and 
they all fook water at every opportun­ 
ity. 
Autoists will got the significance 
of this when it is said that a six-cylin­ 
der, or an eight-cylinder, 1917 car would 
.quit on the grades because the radiator 
ran out of water, between the watering- 
places. Ordinarily, these cars make the 
climb without much thought of water. 
Automobilists make a sort of Irishman'« 
bull when they say that' the heat was so 
great that it dried out the radiator and 
Caused the engine to '' freeze.'' 


At all events, Chapman says that 
many big machines used as much at 
sixty gallons of water in making the 
climb. There were 250 machines that 
made this trip on Saturday, he said, 
and many were stuck for hours by the 
wayside. 


He reports a feverish business going 
on at the camps around Big Bear—a 
crowd of people, with the fishing fairly 
good. Big fish are being caught every 
day, weighing three and four pounds. 
Andrew Lunde of Covina is doing a 
thriving business in letting boats. He 
has eleven rowboats and "kickers" in 
the lake, the latter being a rowboat 
with a gasoline engine attachment. 


There is a lack of sanitation around 
the lake, according to reports from sev­ 
eral sources. The San Bernardino coun­ 
ty supervisors will probably have to 
establish some sort of sewage, or there 
will be trouble on aecount of contam­ 
ination of water. 


But it was coming down the grade 
on Monday that Chapman really warm­ 
ed up to his story. He said this bis Ford 
coasted for eighteen miles with the en­ 
gine shut off, and in spite of this fact 
he was obliged to replenish the water 
in the tank, on account of the rapid 
evaporation from the heat of the sun. 


In the valley of San Bernardino and 


Bedlands he saw evidences of heat that 
will establish a record for many years. 
The orange foliage is dried and cooked, 
he says, and shade trees are brown and 
curled from the merciless beating of the 
sun. That part of the country has cer­ 
tainly been through the worst 
heat­ 
wave of its history. There are evidences 
that a large amount of damage has been 
done to crops. 


Bear valley Is the most wonderful 
country that automobilists have ever 
been allowed to look upon in this world, 
according to every Covina citizen who 
returns. The great lake, over fifteen 
miles long and two miles wide in places, 
is higher than., ever beforo in its his­ 
tory, so that a-part of the old roadway 
along its edge is under water. The wea­ 
ther is wonderfully cool and exhilarat­ 
ing. The fishing is erratic. Some days 
the catch is good. The splendid salmon 
trout are furnishing a sport that kings 
might well envy. And there seems to 
be little evidence that the lake will 
ever be fished out. 


Chapman saw the big Buick car that 
went over the cliff on the grade, at the 
time that Harwood of Uplands was ser­ 
iously injured. The car hung in a tree 
250 feet down from the road, and had 
been stripped of everything that could 
be taken off it by the salvage company. 
The car lies in the top of the tree, and 
anyone is welcome to the whole or any 
part of it, if they want to tako it away. 
' All returning Covina valley citizens 
say that Bear valley is to be as great 
a resort as Lako Tahoe, and probably 
moro popular, for it lies within five 
houTS of moderate driving from the 
great citrus valleys, and not more than 
six and one-half hours from the city of 
Los Angeles.

FUNDAMENTALS. 


Preparedness is a splendid watchword. 
It may, and should, mean so much more 
than being ready for wai. - It is also 
well to be ready for poaco and for life 
in general. Taking stock of oneself is 
rather appalling because there are so 
many unexpected weak spots. Perhaps 
the most surprising is the universal ig­ 
norance of food values. The agricul­ 
tural part of food supply is, of course, 
a specialty, but its choice and prepara­ 
tion is the necessary daily labor in each 
household in the land and woman's first 
duty. But how inadequately, as an ed­ 
ucational feature, we have 
prepared 
girls for so important a service to the 
race. This is. the 
first, act brought 
home yby. all the % agitation concerning 
thrift arouse^ byjhe pos#ibiUty e £ $ 7 
—that"we have not a proper, senserof 
values regarding fundamental things. 
Girls ought to be as much ashamed of 
knowing nothing of food values as of 
not being able to spell. Every fact of 
life rests upon thiB first necessity of 
well-nourished bodies; yet wo 
teach 
everything else and leave this most 
essential detail largely to chance. High 
schools are now equipped with domestic 
science courses, but they can hardly bo 
said to be fashionable; girls still prefer 
Latin verbs. Thrift is neatness, econ­ 
omy and clear thinking. Waste is not 
intelligent; we ought to be ashamed of 
it. A young matron equipped with the 
knowledge that enables her to get a 
hundred cents of value out of every 
dollar of her 
husband's . hard-earned 
salary is a worthy partner in tho joint 
enterprise of matrimony. 
And a mo­ 
ther who knows the proportions of body 
building nutriment in the. meats and 
vegetables offered in the city market, 
who can prepare, or direct another to 
prepare, a diet that has variety as well 
as sterner virtues is serving her country 
with the best style of preparedness pos­ 
sible, the kind that will never fail in 
any emergency and will do more to 
smooth life's petty worries than any 
other single factor. There is always a 
dignity about a task properly perform­ 
ed, and "nothing that sustains the well- 
being of any human creature should be 
scorned in 
the education 
of girls. 
"Who sweeps a room as for Thy laws, 
makes that, and the action, 
fine."

AMERICAN RED CROSS APPEALS 
TO SAN GABRIEL VALLEY PEOPLE 


The president of the United States 
has issued a proclamation 
designating 
the week ending June 25 as American 
Bed Cross week. 


The war council of the American Red 
Cross has called for a cash contribution 
of $100,000,000 in the United States 
That is a dollar from every indivirlual 
in the country. It means, however, that 
some can give 
ten 
thousand, 
while 
others cannot give at all. 


The upper end of the San Gabriel 
valley is expected to contribute $5,000 
of this sum t including the communities 
of Azusa, Olendora, San Dimas, Covina, 
I'uente, Baldwin Park, Irwindale, Char­ 
ter Oak, and contiguous territory, Co 
vina, for instance, is expected to con­ 
tribute $2,000. 


The communities of this valley have 
given liberally to the work of the Y 
M. C. A. among soldiers in camp. TLe 
people here have subscribed 
liberally 
to the liberty loan, although, of course, 
this latter is not a gift, but a safe in 
vestment. 


This valley contains farming and or 
chard 
land 
that 
is producing 
more 
money per acre than any other locality 
in the United States. The agricultural 
census of the United States government 
states in figures that this is a fact. 


I t is not necessary at this hour in 
the crisis of the nation to elaborate and 
explain concerning the necessity for a 
properly-financed Red Cross arm of the 
service. 
Tt is a vital necessity. The 
wars of civilized nations arc no longer 
•waged upon the theory that it is a 
waste of time and money to attempt to 
aave the lives of the wounded. 
Elim­ 
inating all the sentiment and humanity 
from the question it is good military 
business to get as much salvage as 
possible out of a wounded soldier. 
A 
aoldior is the product of a long term of 
costly education in military tactics. If 
"ho can bo roturnod to the front 
after 
having been wounded, he is worth more 
than flvo recruits. 
This is a military 
fact. 


But tho appoal that is mado to the 
pooplo is from tho humanitarian stand­ 
point, and this appoal must always be 
uppermost in tho minds of the people. 
Next yoar, at this time, it is highly 
probable that tho uppor San Gabriel 
valley will have several hundred youijg 
men in netting fighting service, either 
'Jnrthis country *or in France. 
There 
•must be every precaution taken to re­ 
turn them later to tholr homos If God 
:ao wills. 


The country is taking infinite pre­ 
caution to safeguard the health of the 
soldiers in the camps now being mado. 
Nothing is being done hurriedly. 
Can­ 
tonments ure being built on tho best 
Hnnltnry and military knowledge ob­ 
tainable. 
Men ure individually being 
murronnded by every precaution to keep 
them well and ulivo. They are innocu- 
InMl and vaccinated agninst contagious 
discuses. They are to bo sent to Kurope 
in a thoroughly-trained condition, and 
when they arrive there the enmps nnd 
cantonments in which they will bo quur- 
torod will bo waiting for them, built in 
.u sanitary manner. 
Then, it is reason- 
•aMe to suppose, they will g'o into thej 
-actual 
lQgmiing, and ninny 
will be 
twoqndcd. 


The American Red Cross is for the 
purpose of nssuming 
care of 
these 
wouadwl nion as thoy flow buck from 
tt.hr- (Trust. 
It is tremendously impor­ 
tant that there shall be tons upon tons 
of muslin bandages waiting ready and 
untiHoptiu to "bind up these 
wounds. 
'There must be hundreds of tons of hos­ 
pital stores flowing into Kurope in a 
•Htendy stream. 
Wo cannot 
use the 
hospital stores or the hospitals of the 
French and English. Theso are already 
too greatly in demand for their own 
troops. 
We must have as grout an 
"hospital service for our own troops as 
wo shall have in commissary service nnd 
in munitions. 
Wo enu and must save 
n great number of those men who will 
1)0 wounded. 


Friends, there is one fact of which 
wo are justly proud—the Amorlcan Bur­ 
geons and nurses who have been sorv- 
ing in England, France, Russia, Serbia, 
lloumania and throughout tho war-torn 
district of Europo ure tho best tho 
world over know—tholr work receives 
tho highest praiso from tho surgeons 
and nursos of the countrios at war 
Wounded soldiers call for the utton 
danco of tho Amoricans. Tho Amorlcan 
nation I B the most wonderfully ottlcient 
of all the nations of tho world in surgi 
v.al organization and hospital efllcloncy 
This is not a boast—it is a straightfor 
ward fact that this war has not brought 
»bout but has merely emphasized. 


We have 25,000 surgeonB and nursos 
In Kurope today—working 
in 
every 
«ountry, including Austria 
and 
Ger­ 
many. Please romembor that tho Amor- 
icun Red Cross is not orgnnizod for the 
purpoBo of making war upon any nation, 
but to save as much as possible from 
the wreck that is occurring in, evory 
nation at war—human salvage. 


Wo must have thousands of ambu­ 
lances—mado over Ford ears, and small 
machines, that will transport from one 
*o three wounded soldiors from the 
battlefield to tho infirmary, the field 
hoapitul and to tho base hospital. Thou­ 
sands of theso machines ure now at 
\noi'tL LUuiiu .-v. ILz.i, 
zzl 
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working since the war. The more equip­ 
ment, and the more trained surgeons 
and nurses the more homes will be 
gladdened by the return of a loved one 
who went out at the call of the country 
to fight for democracy and justice. 


If your contribution saved the lift of 
a wounded German soldier, would you be 
sorry? How much more glad then, will 
you be to know that your contribution 
will not only serve humanity 
every 
where, but that it will make your nation 
great above all others in the work of 
saving lives among all those who are 
battling today and will Me battling 
until this hideous cataclysm is over!

Painting a .Battleship. 


One hundred tons of paint, costing 
approximately $25,000, represents the 
Initial color requirements for a new 
battleship. 
The aunuai upkeep cost 
may exceed tbbj sum, since It Is the 
custom to repaint tho different parts 
of a modern war vessel every three to 
six months. 
This would Indicate an 
annual paint protection outlay of near­ 
ly $1,000,000 for the navy. 
If to this 
sum la added the cost of painting the 
thousands of lake boats, 
freighters, 
river steamers and pleasure craft some 
conception may be had of the Impor­ 
tance of marine painting. 


Among the most Important 
naval 
paints are those which are applied to 
protect the submerged parts of the 
bulla from corrosion or fouling by bar­ 
nacles. The word barnacle Is the pop- 
alar name for that form of marine 
Crustacea which consists of a clam­ 
like body lodged In a shell that Is often 
formed In a series of rings or plates. 
They 
adhere 
with 
great 
tenacity. 
Without nntl-foullng paints the speed 
of vessels would be greatly retarded 
by the piling up of a thick Incrustation, 
of barnacles and attached sea grass.— 
Boston Herald. 


Vegetable Soups or Purees. 


Soup la not necessarily made from 
meat stock. Vegetable soups or purees 
are made by boiling' potatoes, beans, 
peas or other vegetables until 
soft, 
mashing through a sieve and then heat­ 
ing with a little liquid (water, milk, 
soup stock or whatever seems desir­ 
able) and 
flavoring. 
Using 
leftover 
vegetables for such purees Is an eco­ 
nomical practice. 
Milk soups, which 
are really milk thickened and flavored 
with some vegetable, fish or other food, 
to give flavor aud perhaps thickened 
still more with a little flour or stale 
breadcrumbs, are both nutritious and 
appetizing. 
They furnish also an ex­ 
cellent means of using up sklmmilk. 
Those who wish to bring down the cost 
of food should remember that skim- 
milk, a cup of which contains as much 
protein as a cup of whole milk, is far 
too valuable a food to be overlooked. 


Walnuts as Food.
